CANADA IS HEAVEN , 

This at least is the opinion of one experienced vacation¬ 
ist, Courtney Ryley Cooper. 

A wonderful tribute to Canada as a tourist resort, both 
for Canadians and for our American neighbors appears in 
a current magazine. 

It is written by CouTtenay Ryley Cooper one of the 
•‘out door” writers and enthusiasts of United States. He 
hSs rambled all over Canada, and by his vivid pen has 
carried the news of Canada's playgrounds to thousands 
’of readers. 

In his article he says: “My idea of heaven would be to 
fall into the middle of Canada and have to vacation my 
way out. There’s more to that than facetiousness; when 
one surveys the many facets of a land which possesses the 
lure of several foreign countries, the frontier, the blatter 
and excitement of new-found gold, of vast unmapped dis¬ 
tricts, of streams as yet undefiled by pathways and evi¬ 
dences of civilizations; when one surveys a land which 
posesses these things as only a few of a seemingly never- 
ending catalogue of vacation opportunities, then indeed, 
one wishes for more than a lifetime in which to. investi¬ 
gate them. Rather interesting, isn’t it? Here is a coun¬ 
try. with more vacation advantages than any other coun¬ 
try in the world, and it still hasn’t been able to catch uP 
with itself sufficiently to catalogue even half of them.” 

In fascinating fashion the writer paints pictures of the 
new and unexplored regions, the old, and to us of Canada, 
the familiar beauties lying between Nova Scotia and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. He takes swooping excursions into the 
far north. It is description that leaves the reader tingling 
to be off and away on the trails of Canada. He concludes 
with: 

“The proper thing to do about Canada is to start your 
children on it, like you start them on a Savings acc6unt— 
a beginning on their first birthday, you know, and progres 
sive continuations until they're able to stand-alone and 
look after their own investments, either financial or. amuse 
ment. , ' 

“For instance, in baby’s first year, it might not be a 
bad idea to take him into the Evangeline country, so that 
when he goes to school and reads Longfellow as a part of 
his curriculum, he’ll know what it’s all about. And by the 
time he’s reading Longfellow, granted that -you can give 
three months each summer to going to all the places 
you’d like to go, you’ll just about have that Maritime 
country properly mopped up. 

“And after that, seeing he or she—a baby is never neu¬ 
tral, is it?—has gotten the movie, habit and heard about 
red-coated policemen and galloping herds of buffalo anti 
all that stuff; it might be a diversion to go West, out into 
the Wainwright Park country. And after that, the Peace 
River and the Mackenzie or— 

“Oh. shucks. Take a map of Canada. Shut your eyes. 
Jab your finger down anywhere you .please. Then go there 
You’lj find it a vacation land.” ' ’ 

A VALEDICTORY 

.1.. 

Dr. Brooks of Baylon University, Texas, who died a 
short time ago, immediately before his death, sent to his 
students this memorable message on faith and cheer. 
Below is his message: 

. “I stand on the border of mortal life, but I face eter¬ 
nal life. 

“I look backward to the years of the past to see all pet; 
tiness, all triviality shrink into nothing, and disappear. 

"Adverse criticism has no meaning now. Only the worth¬ 
while things, the constructive thihgs, the things that have 
been built for the good of mankind and the glory of God 
count now. 

“There is beauty, there is joy, and there is laughter in 
life—as there ought to be. 

“But remember, my students, not to regard lightly nor 
to ridicule the sacred things, those worth-while things. 
Hold them dear, cherish them, for they alone will sustain 
you in the end. And remember, too, that only through 
work arid; oftimes, through hardships, may they be ob¬ 
tained. 

“But the compensation of blessing and sweetness at 
the last will glorify every hour of work and every heart¬ 
ache from hardship.* < 

“Do not face the future with timidity or with fear. Face 
i\ solidly, courageously, joyously. Have faith in what’it 
holds. _ 

“My own faith as I approach eternity grows stronger 
day by day. The laith I have had in life is projected into 
this vast future toward which I travel now. 

“I know that 1 go to an all-powerful God, wherever He 
may be. I know He is a personality who created man in 
His image. Beyond that 1 have no knowledge—no fear— 
only faith.” 


HENRY FORD TO BAT! 

Henry Ford faces the future with confidence, yet he 
sees the need for better methods and better thinking. 

Interviewed for the New York Times, he states that the 
present depression involves two problems, one of agri¬ 
culture. the other of industry. To sustain the latter and 
make possible the recovery of both, he would maintain 
high wnges. 

", “Wages,” he said, “are the only thing that should be 
high. If we lower our wage scales, we should need 20 
years to recover our former position.” 

Mr. Ford has lelt the reveberation of the crossing crisis 
to a most unusual degree. He is unique as an interna¬ 
tional employer and sees conditions on a large scale. 

He disagrees absolutely that general restoration can 
only be accomplished by lower wages. He states: 

“The man receiving only half his proper wage is 
' brought to a low level of living without any surplus to 
spend. I had-rather put ten men to work at $7 a day, 
than 20 men at $3.50 because the >3.50 men would be bare 
ly living while the $7 men would have a higher purchas¬ 
ing power which would set in motion a wider variety of 
work. Tuts progress of the country is not achieved by 
impoverished workmen. They are the worst kind of cus¬ 
tomers, and such a solution injures not only the workmen 
but the whole structure of industry.” 

“Anyone can see that the old fashioned farm has reach¬ 
ed the end of its usefulness. In an industrial age, the 
fanner conducts his farm as his father did, and he has 
had little help. He has been taxed off his land, and limi¬ 
ted to the status of a food producer. Every product of 
the farm has industrial uses. We are just beginning to 
learn how many things can be made of farm products 
that are today only eaten. 

“We are in sight of the time when industry will use ag¬ 
ricultural surplus and when the farm will use industrial 
surplus and when the farm will use industrial surplus. 

“If reduced wages could make industry thrive, it is 
strange the farmer does not get along well. 

“It is interest charges instead of wages that ate the 
burden of business. Interest is the heaviest burden of 
modem man, a veritable treadmill. If we could abolish 
interest, we would remove the greatest burden of business 
and there need be no talk of reduced wages. 

“The collection of interest enables a small class to live 
without work. What'we need is more work for every¬ 
body, especially our leaders. These times are a challenge 
to better thinking and we should discard everything that 
is worn out. 

ANOTHER BIRTHDAY 

With last week’s issue the Stettler Independent cele¬ 
brates its quarter century of existence, and the history of 
the' district of Stettler memorialized on its pages, makes 
pleasant reading. It is a history of steady growth and 
development in commercial, educational and social facili¬ 
ties and in agricultural settlement. One page is reserved 
for the names and present addresses of all who settled in 
the district prior to 1907. Prior to 1890, there were seven 
settlers, the first arriving in .1875 and the others coming 
at the rate of not more than one a year. The heavy rush 
started in 1902, continuing uP to 1906. It is an unspoken 
tribute to the country that an overwhelming majority of 
these are still settled at Stettler, forming a substantial 
permanent town and country element, such as we enjoy 
in this district. 

In many respects the history of all our little western 
towns is similar—the arrival of the roalroad; the inpour¬ 
ing of settlers, high in the hope of quick success in a fer¬ 
tile land. 

Here are the flashing pictures given by Mr. Willis, edi¬ 
tor. In them we see ourselves and our own history: 

“The yields of 1906 surpassed expectations. The land 
seemed an El Dorado. No day passed in those early sum¬ 
mers without a picnic; no new settler but gave a dance; 
schools were established; taxes were a minimum; no tele¬ 
phone rates; no gasoline; not many expenses; and though 
farm products were at low level the cost of production 
was low and standards of living also not so demanding. 

“The hard winter of 1906-7 was costly to herds, but for¬ 
tunately there was lots of wood and coal. 

“In 1913-14 there was a depression, succeded by the 
Great War. In 1922 there was drought. There have been 
good years and bad years. 

"There is probably no settler of us as well off as he 
thought he would be when he started. But there is also 
.no settler who cannot point to many instances where he 
could not have saved more money and made more. With 
all the ups and downs (on the whole, ups) the trouble has 
not lain with the soil or with the district, but with world 
conditions. 

“Our rainfall is as a rule, ample for our needs, with rich 
soil and luxuriant grass growth. We have good schools, 
good roads and a class of, citizens who have grown up with 
the country and have learnfed by experience. We have al¬ 
so a younger population who have the advantage of agri¬ 
cultural education,- and many useful organizations. The 
district is well equipped for the future.”

An article in the Canadian Packer’s 
trade journal urges all pork breeders 
of Canada to bear in mind that the 
Wiltshire bacon trade with Great 
Britain is likely to become of great 
importance to Canadians in the next 
year. 

The Wiltshire bacon is the wanted 
type in Britain. It demands certain 
conformation and weight. So much 
bacon competition confronts this 
country on the British market that 
poor type, fat and heavy weights will 
not be tolerated as they were a few 
j«ears ago. 

An active campaign has been in 
progress lately in Canada to weed out 
the poorer type and produce a suit¬ 
able type for export. Good breeding 
lines have Iwen urged and supplied 
but there must also be a proper feed¬ 
ing. and it takes time to create, an 
established bacon type district. 

For example, the central part of 
Ontario had long had a reputation for 
expert hog production. Ip. 1921 when 
the special drive for good quality 
hogs was renewed in Canada, it took 
no great readjustment to bring cen¬ 
tral Ontario into a high stage of pro¬ 
duction. The proportion of selects 
from that* part of the country far ex¬ 
ceeded the records of other parts 
where carelessness in* the matter of 
boars an feeding had crept in. 

Skimmed milk and buttermilk in 
that district had for many years been 
considered an essential need for 
young pigs, and rigid rules for feed¬ 
ing were observed scrupulously. 

Manitoba was once well established 
in bacon bred blood, but of late years 
non-bacon blood has crept in. 

The hog production of Saskatche¬ 
wan ami Alberta was founded on the 
non bacon breeds, * but very lately 
there has been more intelligent effort 
to meet requirements and some of 
the best bacon hogs of Canada are 
now produced in the West, but the 
proportion is small. 

As matters stand at present, only 
Ontario and the prairie provinces 
have a hog surplus over domestic 
requirements. At present Ontario 


Homesteading in Alberta is to go 
on, actively and at once, but under 
substantially changed conditions as 
indicated by the new regulations just 
announced by Hon. R. G. Reid. Cer¬ 
tain defined areas in the Edmonton, 
Peace River and Grande Prairie dis¬ 
tricts will be available for homestead 
entry, and in about sixty days’ time 
other selective areas will be made 
available for sale. 

* The high lights are: a definite aim 
to direct futfire settlement, to keep 
it compact; the'deduction of age lim¬ 
it from 18 to 17 years; and increase 
in time^period for duties of four 
months in each five years. Applicant 
must have resided in province not less 
than three years and either must be 
or intend to be a British citizen. 

The fee for a homestead, second 
homestead, or soldier grant is $10, 
payable at tl}e time of application 
and a further sum of $40 payable be¬ 
fore the issue of a notification convey 
ing title. 

Every entrant will require to re¬ 
side upon the land at least four 
months in each of five years; erect a 
habitable house, cultivate at least 
thirty acres, a reasonable proportion 
to be broken and to be in crop each 
year; be a British subject, and com¬ 
plete the payments of the entry fee 
before obtaining title.

stalment selling. A French instal¬ 
ment dealer cannot retain title after 
an article is sold—the title and arti¬ 
cle gq together. So before he sells, 
he makes sure ,of two things, either 
that his customer has a reputation 
for absolute honesty, or that, if he 
has to be siued, he is financially re¬ 
sponsible. This eliminates a good 
deal of higli pressure stuff. The 
dealer chooses his customers with 
such care that the losses rarely 
amount to one per cent. 

The fault of Some of the instalment 
selling on the North American contin 
ent is that temptation is too often of¬ 
fered to prospects, who cannot afford 
tq yield to temptation. Remove the 
“high pressure” element, and there 
are certain very commendable aspects 
of this very modem method of acquir 
ing articles that might not be ac¬ 
quired for long years. But to' sign 
away an entire salary for articles 
which may he only transients in the 
home is to inculcate a very hazardous 
standard. It also provides a sort of 
synthetic prosperity to industries. 

A little French caution injected in¬ 
to our own country, would place the 
instalment selling on a much more 
solid basis.
